WASHINGTON (AP) — Prcsi-* 
dent Johnson recommended to 
Congress today a far-reachir.g 
program he said is needed to 
protect the American consumer 
in the market place. 


Specifically, he renewed his 
request of two years ago for 
what he described as effective 
laws on lending and packaging. 


“We can protect both the con­ 
sumer and the overwhelming 
majority of businessmen from 
the minority c-f producers who 
would compete unfairly and in­ 
fringe the rights of the consum­ 
er and their fellow business­ 
men,” Johnson said. 


“We need reform in the cred­ 
it area and we should encourage 
states to enact legislation to cor­ 
rect abuses. 


‘‘We need such legislation ur­ 
gently. We can act wisely with­ 
out further delay.” 


Truth Bills 


Both proposals are already 
before Congress with sponsors 
describing them as “ truth in 
packaging” and “truth in lend­ 
ing” measures. 


Under legislation urged by 
Johnson money-lenders, includ­ 
ing those who finance consum­ 
er purchases on time, would 
have to state the full cost of 
credit, simply and clearly, and 
state it before any contract is 
signed. 


The proposal 
f~r 
packaging 
and labeling legislation would 
require that each package pro­ 
vide simple, direct, accurate in­ 
formation as to the nature and 
quantity of contents, including 
ingredients where this is impor­ 
tant. 


Johnson 
also 
recommended 
other steps to reinforce consum­ 
er protection. 


One proposal would bring haz­ 
ardous substances, regardless cf 
their wrapping, under the safe­ 
guards of Uie Federal Hazardous 
Substances Labeling Act and 
would: 


Safety Measures 


—Ban from commerce house­ 
hold substances that are so haz­ 
ardous that warning labels are 
not adequate safeguards. 


—Ban the sale of toys and oth­ 
er children’s articles containing 
hazardous substances, regard­ 
less of their packaging. 


—Require labels to warn con­ 
sumers against possible injury 
from drugs and cosmetics. 


—Limit the amount of chil­ 
drens’ aspirin available in re­ 
tail packages. 


—Require certain patent drugs 
attractive to children to have 
safety closure caps. 


And they want to put a stop to 
any further nationalization.

Doctor Thinks 
Body Build Is 
Tip To Future 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — 
Dr. Albert Damon of Harvard 
University thinks that with a 
close enough look he can tell a 
lot about a man, including his 
chances of heart disease or of 
having more sons than daugh­ 
ters. 


Damon, an anthropologist, is 
studying 18,000 men who attend­ 
ed Harvard between 1880 and 
1920. 


His study includes such H ar­ 
vard students as Theodore Roo­ 
sevelt, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
and Joseph P. Kennedy. 


Detailed measurements of the 
students' body builds were in 
their 
school 
records. 
Damon 
and others spent years finding 
out what happened to the men. 


Using a computer, Damon is 
checking to see if a m an’s phys­ 
ical appearance can be used to 
predict his future. 


He has found some relation­ 
ships that held true for his Har­ 
vard group. 


“The stockier the men, the 
more likely they were to have 
sons,” Damon said. 


Are bald men more virile? 
Not 
in 
Damon’s 
Harvard 
group. He checked the 25th re­ 
union reports on 1,008 of the 
men who married and found 
there was “no relationships be­ 
tween baldness and either the 
number or the sex of their 2,775 
children.” 


Damon is checking another 
theory — that Americans are 
getting taller. 


He is checking the frequent 
cases where several generations 
of one family attended Harvard. 
He has three generations of 
Roosevelts and two generations 
of Kenncdys. 


A key part of his study, fi­ 
nanced by a grant from the 
American 
Heart 
Association, 
concerns 
the 
relationship 
of 
body build to the incidence of 
various diseases. 


“ Body build has the same as­ 
sociation with heart disease as 
smoking, high blood pressure 
and the amount of serum cho­ 
lesterol in one’s blood and a 
greater relationship than 
the 
amount of exercise one gets,'* 
Damon said.

Gets Blame For 
Gemini 8 Foulup

The fellow who thinks he 
knows it all is especially an ­ 
noying to those of us who do. 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP> 
—With the cause of their wild 
space ride traced to a short cir­ 
cuit, the Gemini 8 astronauts 
completed a de-briefing period 
here today and flew home to a 
reunion with their families. 


A jet plane carrying Neil A. 
Armstrong and David R. Scott 
left here for Ellington Air Force 
Base near Houston’s Manned 
Spacecraft Center. 


They flew to Cape Kennedy 
Saturday 
from 
the 
Pacific, 
where 
they 
splashed 
down 
Wednesday ndght in the first 
emergency landing in the U.S. 
man-in-space program. 


While here, Armstrong and 
Scott huddled with experts, dis­ 
cussing performance of space­ 
craft systems during the flight 
that came to a sudden end after 
the 
astronauts 
had 
executed 
m an’s first hookup with another 
satellite. 


Shortly after the linkup with 
an Agena, Gemini 8 began gy­ 
rating crazily in the sky, rolling 
and 
yawing. 
Command pilot 
Armstrong fought a desperate 
30-minute battle to regain con­ 
trol, separating from the Agena 
and finally using an emergency 
jet thruster system to stabilize 
the spacecraft. 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
an­ 
nounced late Saturday that dis­ 
cussions with the astronauts and 
a study of radio and spacecraft 
tape recorder data located the 
trouble in one cf Gemini 8’s ma­ 
neuvering jets. The problem, a 
statement said, probably was 
caused by a short circuit. 


The faulty jet was No. 8, one 
of 16 main thrusters used for 
steering and for holding the 
craft steady. No. 8 produces a 
relatively small 25 pounds of 
thrust for yaw (sideways) con­ 
trol, but in the vacuum of space 
that's a pretty good kick. 


The short circuit apparently 
occurred in a four-foot piece cf 
wire that feeds electrical energy 
to the thruster. As a result, two 
solenoid valves stuck open and 
fuel and oxidizer poured freely 
through the opening, spilling 
into space and spinning Gemini 
8 like a top. 


About 200 
pounds 
of 
fuel 
dumped into space in an 18- 


minute period and Armstrong 
used most of the remainder of 
the main fuel supply in trying to 
control the craft with the other 
jets. 


Armstrong then had to switch 
to a separate control system 
normally used for re-entry. With 
fuel running low and no backup 
system remaining for the re­ 
entry, it was mandatory that 
the astronauts return to earth 
as soon as possible. 


The 
frightening 
moments 
were recorded by an automatic 
16mm 
color 
movie 
camera 
mounted so it pointed out Arm­ 
strong’s window. The film is an 
extraordinary record of a major 
space triumph and a near disas­ 
ter. 


It shows the steady, slow ma­ 
neuvers of Gemini 8’s nose as 
Armstrong zeroed in on the Age­ 
na 185 miles above the earth 
and gently nudged into a dock­ 
ing collar on the target satellite. 
The hitchup was flawless. 


Suddenly, the combined vehi­ 
cles began to spin, revealed by 
the quickening changes of light 
and dark. The Gemini nose 
quickly slipped out of the dock­ 
ing collar and moved away 
from the Agena. H ie spinning 
continued and then the tffim 
stopped abruptly — the cam era 
out of film before the ship was 
brought under control. 


Armstrong, 
a 
civilian, 
and 
Scott, 
an Air 
Force 
major, 
watched the films on television 
in their Cape Kennedy crew 
quarters Saturday night and 
said they were surprised the 
pictures came out so well be­ 
cause of the rapid changes in 
light and darkness. 


The astronauts plan more de­ 
briefing sessions in Houston and 
will hold a news conference 
there Saturday.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Round-eyed Alvin is a world 
celebrity today. It found the 
missing H-bomb. 


This is a heroic role never 
envisioned for the comic looking 
two-man midget submarine. 


Its designers at the Office of 
Naval Research contemplated a 
life for Alvin of pdckitig geologi­ 


cal samples off the ocean floor, 
of studying maiMne life in deep 
water, of measuring underwater 
currents and other features of 
oceanography. 


But when an emergency arose, 
and there were few other means 
for searching the ocean floor for 
the H-bomb, Alvin was ready. 


The liittle sub wa.s packed into 
tlie belly of an Ail' Force cargo 
plane 
in 
Massachusetts 
and 
flown to the southern coast of 
Spain late in January. 


Then, with another research 
sub named Aluminaut, it set to 


work scanning miles oi Mediter­ 
ranean Sea bottom for t^e H* 
bomb lost when a B32 heavy jet 
bomber and a KC135 tanker 
plane collided Jan. 17. 


Alvin was commissioned in 
June 1964 and last Jul,y made a 
record dtve to a depth of 6,000 
feet in the Bahamas. 


That was basic training for its 
unanticipated mission off the 
Spanish coast. 


It may turn out 
that

bomb will almost in itself justify 


the 1575,000 cost of building the 
little sub. 


Alwn gets its name from ,A1- 
lyn Vine, a scientist of the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic In­ 
stitution in Massachusetts.

Michigan is facing a primary contest for the U.S. 
Senate seat of Pat McNamara tliat should be as inter­ 
esting as the main event in November, and maybe 
moreso. 


At test in the Democratic pnmary will be a basic 
decision whether the old coalition of labor and the Demo- 
fci'atic party in Michigan is still the strongest political 
foitie in the state, or whether there are some new ele­ 
ments working in the Democratic party which can 
muster even more strength. 


The issue is not completely clear-cut because De­ 
troit Mayor Jem ne Cavanagh, who announced Satur­ 
day that he will chaJlenge the nomination of former 
Governor G. Mennen Williams for the Democratic nom­ 
ination, is a sti*ong labor man. too.

Soapy Williams announced for the senate first and 
In fact he’s been running for it ever since it became 
clear several years ago that he has no future in the 
State Department, where he has been serving as under­ 
secretary of state for African affairs. 


No one in the history of Michigan has a record 
like that of Soapy Williams. He was governor of Mich- 
i<ran for six tenns, an unprecedented achievement in 
our 129 yeai*s of state politics. He had the strong sup- 
poi*t of organized labor in his 12 years as governor and 
labor made it possible for Williams’ successor. Lieut. 
Gov. John B. Swainson, to defeat popular Secretary of 
State James Hare for the Democratic nomination for 
governor to succeed Williams. 


But labor couldn't win Swainson a second term. He 
w'as defeated by Republican George Romney despite 
labor opposition and to show* that it was no fluke Rom­ 
ney did it again two years later and by a much greater 
margin, even though Lyndon Johnson carried the state 
by a huge margin and the voters elected a Democratic 
Legislature.

Soapy Williams won the immediate suppoi*t of Pre­ 
sident Gus Scholle of the Michigan AFL-CIO for the 
Senate and he stirred a lot of enthusiasm in the Demo­ 
cratic party, and particularly in those elements of it as­ 
sociated with his great years. But he has been away 
for 6 years and they have been the years of Cavanagh’s 
rise from obscurity to national political eminence as the 
mayor of Deti'oit. 


He has given Detroit world notice for that city’s 
dealing witli its Negro problem. It was the scene of 
bloody race rioting in the 1940s and it still has a prob­ 
lem of integrating more than 450,000 Negroes into a 
total population of 2.5 million, but it has managed much 
better than Chicago or Los Angeles or most of the 
other big industrial cities. Cavanagh has made a big 
contribution to this achievement. 


Even more impressive in his campaign for the 
senate in outstate Michigan will be his relationship with 
W^ashington. He has been not only the best salesman 
in Michigan for federal investment in state w^elfare, 
education and development projects; he has been one 
of the very best in the nation. Under his 1eadei*ship 
Detroit has a d.\Tiamism that Michigan didn’t have un­ 
der Williams as governor.

Williams was among the prospects for Democratic 
nomination for the presidency. That’s what got him 
the State Department office under President Kennedy. 
(He has been no favorite of President .Tohnson.) Cay- 
anagh has also been mentioned as a possible Democratic 
party choice for the presidency. His hopes for such dis­ 
tinction lie ahead w'hile those of Williams lie behind. 
For Williams the senate would be Snug ITarbor. This is 
the essence of the contest between the men. 


Soapy is the odd-on favorite at present but the 
primary campaign is just opening. It is a battle of poli­ 
tical giants which will be a stern test of the Michigan 
Democratic Party command. National Democratic Com­ 
mitteeman Neil Staebler, a Williams cohort and liis 
state chaiinnan during Soap> ’s governorship, tried to 
get Cavanagh to i*un against Romney foi* governor and 
to let Soapy have the senatorial nomination unopposed. 


Democratic Stale Chainnan Zolton Ferpncv said 
that it was even worse than that; that Staebler tried 
to get Cavanagh to run against Romney later on and 
not now, letting Romney continue by Democratic de­ 
fault.

TheiT are undertones of the .Tohnson-Kennedy na­ 
tional Democratic contest in the Michigan situation, but 
even without them the confrontation goes deep. Tlie 
Michigan AFI^CTO opposed Lyndon Johnson for the vice 
presidency and Cavanagh has said that it’s leaders can’t 
pledge Its support with any assurance that its members 
will perfonn. Cavanagli came to power in Detroit witli- 
out commitments to laboi* and he has been retumed to 
power overwhelminglv in tliis position in a city which 
is a citadel of unionism. He can go to the voters like 
George Romney has done, as a man beholden to no fac­ 
tion, and able to serve the entire state. 


He isn't counting on strong labor opposition be­ 
cause, even if he were defeated, he’d still be ma>or of 
Detroit for three more years. His nomination would give 
the Democratic party in Michigan a new leader and 
almost certainly a new hierarohy. He thinks it’s needed 
if the party is to win under toda> ’s conditions. 


In announcing his candidacy for the senate he said: 
“This generation believes in fiscal integrity as well as 
social programs, and tliat both business and labor must 
prosper for the nation to prosper.”

The Doctor Says: 


Rule To Curb Vitamin Excess 


By Dr. Wayne 


The 
dangers 
of 
giving 
a 
child too much vitamin D have 
long been known, yet cases of 
vitamin D poisoning continue to 
occur. One reason for this is 
that a mother may give cod 
liver oil to a child who is get­ 
ting additional vitamin D in en­ 
riched cereal, fruit drinks, baby 
foods, bread and margarine. 


If she does this in the sum­ 
mer, when exposure of the 
child’s skin to direct sunlight 
allows the body to make its own 
vitamin D, the cumulative ef­ 
fect is heightened. 


In recognition of this dan­ 
ger the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration has propo.^ed 
a 
new regulation which would 
ieducc the amount of vitamin 
D that may be added to food 
products. Even if a child does 
not develop vitamin D poison­ 
ing, an intake of this vitamin 
in excess of his needs will not 
benefit him. It is hoped that 
the proposed regulation will oe 
adopted soon. 


Q — My baby is very allergic 
to eggs. Would theie be any 
difference in his reaction to a 
boiled egg or a raw egg? 


A — M your baby is allergic 
to eggs, he will react to them 
in any form.

Chamber Asks 
Spending Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce’s 
chief economist has told Con­ 
gress the federal government 
should fight inflation by trim­ 
ming its spending rather than 
increasing taxes. 


“If ever fiscal prudence were 
called for it is now,” said Dr. 
Carl Madden in testimony be­ 
fore the fiscal policy subcom­ 
mittee of the Joint Economic 
Committee. 


He added that the government 
“has been slow in recognizing 
the inflationary pressures gen­ 
erated by its monetary and fis­ 
cal policies.” 


Madden described the esti­ 
mated $1.8 billion deficit in the 
administration’s budget as “at 
best speculative and at worst 
misleading" and c<xitended “it 
was achieved by what have 
been called 'gimmicks’ on both 
the receipts and expenditures 
sides.”

present — in order to eontain 
inflationary pressures,” Mad­ 
den said, “and we favor reduc­ 
tion in tax rates when fiscal 
ease is indicated in order to 
stimulate the economy when it 
is operating below capacity.”
